Scoutmaster and Mike Gowens , Assistant Scoutmaster of Troop 412 sponsored by 
Asbury United Methodist Church of Orange Park, Florida. 

Mr. Gorman and Mr. Gowens brought up problems they were having in the troop 
with the leadership style presented by Mr. Pat Hicks, an assistant scoutmaster 
with the troop. They related stories of M mind games 11 being used by Mr. Hicks to 
influence youth in various ways. Some of this influence had caused actions con- 
tary to what the Scoutmaster had desired on campouts and troop meetings. They 
stated that they were suspicious of the motives of Mr. Hicks but had no concrete 
evidence that his actions were intended to be less than honorable. After a 
lengthy discussion of these problems Mr. Moore offered them the use of a Video 
tape recently viewed by the professional staff in orientation program on how to 
handle child sexual abuse situations. The video tape was of Sally Jessie Raphael's 
interview of an admitted child sexual abuser and a pedophile. Mr. Gorman and Mr. 
Gowens took the video tape for review. 

On Friday, October 2, 1987 Mr. Gowens called me and we made an appointment 
to meet for lunch at the Officers Club at NAS Jacksonville on Monday, October 5, 
1987. On Monday morning I discovered I was not able to make the appointment and 
called Mr. Gowens. He stated it was important for he and Jim Gorman to see me 
that day so we met at lunch time at the Scout Service Center. 

They had viewed the video tape and stated that they saw cahacteristlcs of 
the pedophile in Mr. Hicks. They wanted to discuss how to best present the 
problem to the parents of the troop. 

They called a special meeting of parents of the troop for Monday evening, 
October 5 , 1987 and invited me to attend. They were cautioned to make sure that 
they only indentified the problem and not to accuse anyone of anything. 

Approximately thirty parents were in attendance at the meeting. A very good 
presentation was made by Mr. Gorman on the pitfalls that can befall youth in an 
all male organization. He was very careful not to identify the problems with any 
individual. He discussed what a homosexual and pedophiles were. He stated that 
they did not have reason to suspect anyone of improper actions but wanted parents 
to be aware that in this day and age of loose morals among society in general 
that abuse of children is much more likely. Parents were cautioned to make 
themselves aware of what their children were doing in general and in particular

At the parent meeting on Monday, October 5 a parent brought up the subject 
of Mr. Hicks allowing youth of the troop to shoot a .357 magnum hand gun and 
his display of the gun on campouts. The parent also expressed concern about Mr. 
Hicks leaving campout at Camp Echockotee and returning with the smell of beer 
on his breath. Several minutes of discussion followed. I was asked how they 
could go about removing him from the troop. I explained that the troop committee 
had the authority to remove him. Another parent then made the statement that he 
wasn't so much concerned about individual drinking while on a campout or allow- 
ing kids to shoot a pistol as he was that Mr. Hicks relationship with some of 
the kids was such that he suspected him of cultivating them for immoral purposes 
and that he would not like to see him retained any longer. The troop committee 
voted to ask Mr. Hicks to leave the troop with the expressed reason being that 
the troop did not care for the style of leadership he displayed in troop 
functions. 

On Wednesday, October 7, 1987 a mother of a scout in Troop 412 contacted 
Mr. Gorman and told him that her son had knowledge of an incident that had 
occured at Camp Echockotee on the evening of September 18, 1987. His tent mate 
had told him of being touched on his private parts by Mr. Hicks. Mr. Gorman 
made an appointment with the parents of the boy who alleged that he had been 
fondled. The meeting between Mr. Gorman, the parents and the boy convinced 
them that fondling had occured. Mr. Gorman called me for advice that evening 
and identified the youth and asked that I advise the parents of how to precede 
with reporting this incident. 

After contacting the state attorney's office in Jacksonville and Green Cove 
Springs and also talking to the Sheriffs office in Jacksonville, I contacted the 
parents at about 11:00 a.m. on Thursday, October 8, 1987 and advised them to 
contact the Clay County Sheriffs Department and make their complaint to them. 

The complaint was made by the parents of the youth and an investigation 
started. As of 2 p.m. Tuesday, October 13 the investigation is continuing and 
no formal charges have yet been made by the Clay County Sheriffs JJaa^nga^

After several attempts to get in touch with Mr. Hicks to establish an appointment 
time I was able to reach him on Thursday October 22, 1987. We set up an appointment 
for 7:30 p.m. on that evening. 

At 7:30 p.m. on October 22, 1987 in company with Andrew W. Sullivan, Jr., 
^acl^ree^^^tncl^ I met with Mr. Hicks at his apartment at 

B^H^H^^^Hi Orange Park, Florida. The letter advising 
him of suspension of his membership in the Soy Scouts of America, and a five 
($5) dollar check for refund of his membership fee was delivered to Mr. Hicks 
without incident. He was advised of procedures to follow should he desire 
to seek reinstatement of his membership at some future date.
